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Winter Term Sign-Up in Progress 


As this issue of Contact goes to 
press, there are two semesters going on 
simultaneously at PBJC. Faculty and 
students are absorbed in final exams 
for the Fall Term and are preparing for 
commencement to be held Dec. 18. 

At the same time, registration per¬ 
sonnel, counselors, and others are al¬ 
ready preparing for the Winter Term, 
which gets underway on Jan. 7. 

By the time you read this, some 
7,000 students, more than half of those 
expected to register, will have already 
signed up for their Winter Term clas¬ 
ses. 

New students are arriving daily for 
information and to file admission forms 
at all four campuses-in Lake Worth, 
Boca Raton, Palm Beach Gardens, and 
Belle Glade. 

The earlier the admissions require¬ 
ments can be met the better, since 
there are only three days for New Stu¬ 
dent Registration for the Winter Term- 
-Jan. 2, 3, 4. 
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The time for action is immediate, 
since there will be no registration activ¬ 
ity between Dec. 21 and Jan. 2 during 
the holidays.

PBJC rides election bandwagon 


As the national election campaigns 
hit high gear in September and Octo¬ 
ber, PBJC became the setting for num¬ 
erous political activities planned by 
students and staff. 

The Student Government Associa¬ 
tion at PBJC South hosted U.S. Con¬ 
gressman Dan Mica (D-West Palm 
Beach) at a tea on Oct. 24, and then 
invited his opponent, Donald Ross, 
president of the College of Boca Raton, 
to a similar get-together the next day. 

“The invitation to the congressman 
(and his opponent) was from our Stu¬ 
dent Government Association, and (the 
candidates) were introduced by Karen 
Schauer, our SGA president,” said Dr. 
Harris McGirt, director of student ser¬ 
vices at PBJC South. 

Mica also spoke before a group of 
political science students at PBJC Cen¬ 
tral on Oct. 23. 

Behind the scenes, the PBJC Politi¬ 
cal Union joined the ranks of the “400 
Club” when it broke its previous voter 
registration record of 380. 

The Union’s acceptance into this 
nonexistent organization came after a 
voter registration drive-held Sept. 11 
to Oct. 5-yielded 461 new voters from 
Palm Beach County. 

“We initially wanted to break 400, 
hence the ‘400 Club,’ ” said Edwin 
Pugh, Political Union faculty advisor. 

“We actually had closer to 500, count¬ 
ing the 20 or so that our Phi Theta 
Kappa (student group) members signed 
up on their own.”

“It was worth the effort,” he added. 

The registration breakdown included 
249 Republicans, 159 Democrats and 
53 Others (Independents, Libertarians, 
etc.) 

The results of the voter registration 
paralleled the outcome of a straw ballot 
the Political Union sponsored Oct. 30. 

In the poll, Reagan/Bush swamped 
Mondale/Ferraro 383 to 128, only one 
vote shy of being 75 percent 

Other student political activities in¬ 
cluded a ‘Legislative Day’ for local can¬ 
didates to visit the campus on Oct 5, 
and an appearance at PBJC Central on 
Sept 5 by John Anderson, who was 
stumping for Mondale/Ferrai’o.

Dental students provide Low-Cost care 


PBJC’s Dental Health Services De¬ 
partment has three dental programs to 
“sink your teeth into,” but services 
provided will not take a “big bite” out 
of your budget. 

“When you are tucked away in a cor¬ 
ner people tend to: (a) forget about 
you; (b) ignore you, or; (c) not be aware 
of your existence,” said Dr. James 
Flatley, Chairman of the Dental Health 
Services Department. 

The Dental health Services Depart¬ 
ment is not necessarily “tucked away,” 
but being located in the remote north¬ 
west corner of the central campus, 
people there sometimes get the feeling 
that (a), (b), and (c) are realities. 

The three programs that comprise 
the Dental Health Services curriculum 
are Dental Hygiene, Dental Assisting, 
and Dental Laboratory Technology. 

Dental Hygiene is a two-year pro¬ 
gram leading to an A.S. degree and 
eligibility for licensure examination by 
a State Board of Dentistry. 

“Dental Hygienists are assuming an 
increasingly important role in the health 
field. By applying their knowledge of 
the relationship of oral health to total 
bodily well-being and the performance 


of highly skilled clinical procedures as a 
member of the dental team, the dental 
hygienist is making a valuable contri¬ 
bution to the nation’s health,” said Flatley. 

Following a semester of laboratory prac¬ 
tice, hygiene students perform their pra 
cedures with clinical patients under the 
supervision of the faculty. PBJC students 
and area residents may avail themselves of 
these services which includes cleaning, 
oral exam, and x-ray during the fall and 
winter terms by calling for an appoint¬ 
ment at 439-8097. 

The Florida Dental Practice Act now 
permits certain “expanded functions,” 
that were once the province of the 
dentist, to be performed by trained 
dental assistants. 

During the 12-month Dental Assist¬ 
ing course at PBJC, students accepted 
into the program are given extensive ex¬ 
perience in performing all of the ex¬ 
panded duties permitted by Florida 
law. All of the duties must be per¬ 
formed to a level of clinical competence. 
A certificate is awarded upon successful 
completion of the curriculum. 

The graduate may then apply for the 
national certification exam. With the 
addition of 16 credit hours in specified

general studies, the student is eligible 
for an A.S. degree. 

“The program is unique in that the 
student is exposed to many more hours 
of chairside assisting procedures than at 
most other schools. This is due to the 
presence of the Atlantic Coast Dental 
Research Clinic with its high patient 
load,” said Flatley. 

“An equally important member of the 
dental team is the Dental Laboratory 
Technician. This field deals with the 
construction of crowns, bridges, den¬ 
tures, orthodontic appliances, etc. These 
are fabricated by the technician on the 
written authorization of a licensed den¬ 
tist. The dental technician is able to 
apply personally the skill and craftsman¬ 
ship to the fullest of his or her artistic 
ability,” said Flatley. 

The Dental Laboratory Technology 
program is a two-year curriculum leading 
to an A.S. degree. Entry level compen¬ 
sation is higher than average for the 
student who has taken the Recognized 
Graduate Exam near the end of the 
fourth semester. Following two years of 
practical experience, the title of Certi¬ 
fied Dental Technician is awarded. 

“Employment opportunities exist in 
commercial laboratories, in private den¬ 
tal office labs, or as an individual entre¬ 
preneur,” said Flatley.

With the crack of a pistol, over 300 
runners took off from PB JC Central on 
Nov. 10 in the college’s Second Annual 
Five-Mile Run.

The first three runners to complete 
the course through John Prince Park, 
ended up breaking into a dead sprint 
about an eighth of a mile from the 
ribbon.

In lieu of trophies, the first and sec¬ 
ond placers (overall) won weekends for 
two to the PGA Sheraton, Palm Beach 
Ocean, Palm Beach Hilton, and Jupiter 
Hilton Hotels, and the third placers 
each received a pair of John Weitz X600 
sunglasses worth $75. 

In addition, the first, second, and 
third place finishers in each of 18 age 
categories received gift certificates for 
sports merchandise, and free lunches, 
dinners or brunches from fine restau¬ 
rants in the area.

Alumni Association Plans Outreach 


If you tried to count all the people 
who’ve attended, let alone graduated 
from PBJC, you would soon find the 
enormity of the task staggering. Fifty- 
plus years adds up to a lot of alumni. 

Yet, that is one of the things the 
newly-expanded PB JC Alumni Associ¬ 
ation is trying to do. 

A group of former students met at 
PBJC Central Nov. 1 to iron out ways 
to identify alumni and to get them 
involved in the college activities. 

“We are aiming to broaden the base 
of active support from our alumni in 
financial, job placement, recruitment, 
dissemination of information, and cre¬ 
ation of greater public awareness of the 
services of PBJC,” said Dr. Melvin 
Ha3mes, vice president of student af¬ 
fairs. 

The core of active alumni, which 
included Superintendent of Schools 
Tom Mills, Judge Tom Johnson, For¬ 
est Hills High School Principal Bobby 
Riggs, attorney Lake Lytal, Jr., and 
others, discussed three specific pro¬ 
grams for alumni involvement. 

First, the “Dollars for Scholars” fund 
will be re-established after a 20-year 
hiatus to hire talented students for 
campus positions which relate to their 
major Helds of study. 

“Students will not necessarily have 
flnancial need, and they will be paid 
salaries competitive to the private sec¬ 
tor,” said Dean Paul J. Glynn, alumni 
advisor. 

The other two programs seek the aid 
of alumni as sources of employment for 
students. The College Career/Work 
Experience program, under the admin¬ 
istration of Financial Aid Director Hamid 
Faquire, offers potential employers a way 
to cut hiring and training costs while 
helping students gain experience. 

The program matches qualified, mot¬ 
ivated students with employers in the 
students* areas of study. Students work 
part-time or full-time while taking at least 
six semester hours of course work. 

Before being referred to the employ¬ 
er, all students are screened by the col¬ 
lege. After they are hired, the employ¬ 
er is responsible for only half the sal¬ 
ary; PBJC pays the other half through 
a special federal grant. 

PBJC also has a Job Place¬ 
ment Center (headed by Norma Walter) 
that provides job referral and counsel¬ 
ing to students year-round. 


“We are looking to utilize the vast 
pool of former students who may be in 
the position to hire students,” she said.
